A school for tralining watch, dogs, is located in ''the camp area of 13 Border Guaid 
Oiyy^d in lyubimets# The school consists of 10 modem dog houses and one old 
building# It trains dogs to be used by the zastavas subordinate to 13 Border 
Guai*d Otryad# During February 1953, the school had approximately 20 dogs trained 
by 10-12 soldiers, commanded by a Senior Sergeant* The dogs are trained for 
guaWing and for searching# Mongrels are also used for guarding, without any 
^ebial trainingj# The trained watch dogs are used to guard the zastavas or the 
border area# They are tied to long ropes attached to post near a sekret (hiddenj 
permanent guard post)# They are trained to bark if they. spot an intruder. Dogs 
trained to hunt down intruders are used in free hunts and in controlled hunts, 
where the dog* s master holds onto the dog# These dogs are usually trained not 
to bark and to throw themselves on the intruder. The school uses Soviet ti'aining 
systems and the commands are issued in Russian. The dogs are subjected to a 
special diet# No Soviet personnel was observed at the school# Soldiers who took 
part in the dop; training program were promoted to pri*vate first class and were 
toid not to associate with the other soldiers# The thoroughbred dogs are estimated 
tQ^ be worth 80,000 leva (old)#
